N. C., yesterday a sud¬ 
den storm caused a panic in the crowd 
and a rush was made for tho stand 
Some sharp work was necessary to pre¬ 
vent the President being crushed and 
to quiet the throng. In his speech. 
President Taft aald the Mecklenburg 
declaration of independence was one of 
the first significant steps toward lib¬ 
erty. Mr. Taft also took advantage of 
the occasion to explain at length his 
policy toward the South and to renew' 
hls promise that he would appoint to 
office men only who would command 
the respect of all giod citizens of the 
communities in which they live.

WORKMEN CALLED OUT 
WITHOUT ANY CAUSE 


MADDEN QUICK TO ORDER AND 
TO SETTLE STRIKES. 


WITNESSES TELL HOW HE EX¬ 
TORTED PAYMENT. 


GOT $1,500 IN ONE INSTANCE. 


Chicago. May 20.—Sinte’a Attorney 
Wayman to-day finished the presentation 
of direct testlmon) against “Skinny** 
Ma iden et at, charged with conspiracy to 
extort money in tne settlement of strikes. 
Witnesses told of a strike which was set¬ 
tled for $1,800 and of another which cost 
but $2t>0. 

The latter strike was called. It Is al¬ 
leged. on a building being constructed by 
Samuel Grossman, who. It was stated, had 
complied with all requirements of tho 
unions concerned, but whose workmen 
nevertheless were called off 

Solomon L Lowenthal. Grossman’s at¬ 
torney. was placed on the witness stand. 
Following a demand for 9200 to settle the 
strike, he and his client, he said, called 
on F. A. Pouchot. who, with M. J. Boyle, 
is a codefendant in the case. 

“We found him in a little room in a 
saloon.** said th« witness, “and 1 inquired 
why he had asked for money from Mr 
Grossman. He looked hard at us for a 
moment and then said ho was not fool 
enough to talk to both of us. Then he 
wulked away. 

“The next day I went to soe Madden. 
He took me to a small room under the 
stair* of the saloon and I handed him 
$200. H e Mapped me on the shoulder and 
said that work would bo resumed on the 
building the next .lay” 

Mr. Grossman followed Mr. LowentHnl 
and corroborated the testimony of the 
latter. 

The first witness called by State’s At¬ 
torney Wayman was Jacob Scharmer. a 
building contractor, who told of a strike 
called last September on the plant of the 
Jewel Ten Company. 

“I asked pouchot why the strike had 
been called, and he said that certain 
sheet metal sleeves for the coffee-roasting 
plant hud been plar<*l In thu plant by 
non-union labor I told him that if that 
was his only ’kick* I would have th« 
sleeves torn out and new ones put In by 
union men. *Oh, don’t bother about that; 
leave them where they are.’ Pouchot said. 
He told mo to see Madden and make him 
a cash offer to settle the strike” 

Witness proceeded to relate a later In¬ 
terview with Madden In which he alleged 
Madden demanded $2,780 ns his price for 
calling off the strike This, the witness 
•aid. he reduced to $2,700. 

“ ‘You’ll have to get off ymir high 
horse.* 1 told him. Then I went to see 
Fred V. 8k«*ff president of the tea com¬ 
pany We talked it over and then I re¬ 
turned to Mudden 

“*You'\e got to use some common 
sense.' I told him. *We*ve got to agree on 
a decent price or fight It out on other 
lines.* Then he came down to $1,800. 

“I asked him how Skeff wn» to nav the 
money and he said Skeff should bring 
along a confidential man to meet a similar 
agent who would be with Madden These 
two agent* were to be left alone In u pri¬ 
vate room where the money was to 
change hands.“ 

Skeff when put on the stand, said he 
brought the money all In $10n bills tn 
Madden, and that the latter told him th 

f »ut them tn an envelope. This he did nnd 
eft the sum on the desk in the office 
used by Madden. 

GETS HER DIVORCE. 


COURT DECIDES IN MRS HELEN 
GOULD’S FAVOR. 


No Alimony Given, and E^ch Has 
Custody of the Children 
Part of Year. 


New York, Mny 20.—Mr*. Helen Kelly 
Gould tvn* granted an Interlocutory de¬ 
er** of divorce to-day from Frank J. 
Gould by Justice Oerard In the Supreme 
Court. The decision wn* rendered on the 
report of Edward O. Whitaker, as ref 
eree. who decided that charges made 
against Gould had been proven. 

Mr*. Gould Is allowed the sole custody 
of the two children of the marriage, 
Helen Margaret and Pnrothv Gould, fr tm 
December to AprIJ. both Inclusive, nnd 
the defendant mnv have them from May 
to November, subject to certain modifi¬ 
cations.

Cloudburst Brings Panic.

A cloudburst breaking over the city 
during the afternoon, just ns the splendid 
military, floral and civic parade was pass¬ 
ing in review of the President* promised 
serious consequences for a time. It set 
the densely packed throng in front of the 
reviewing stand Into a panic and there 
was a wild rush for ahelter. It being nec¬ 
essary to surround the Chief Executive 
to save him from the sudden crush. 

In tho midst of the storm a passing In¬ 
dustrial float became entangled In a live 
electric wire and tore It from its sup¬ 
port. the slender thread of copper sag¬ 
ging almost to the heads of the scam¬ 
pering crowd below. 

While the confusion was at its height 
there was a blinding flush of flame and 
a loud report not fifty yards from where 
the President stood. It developed later 
that a quantity of black powder, which 
wua to have been used for saluting pur- 
had been prematurely Ignited. No 
one was injured either In the explosion or 
In the crush about the reviewing stand. 

• • • 

President Get* Wet 


The President received quite a drench¬ 
ing and for a time it seemed that the 
frail CAnvas covering the reviewing stand 
would tumble about the heads of those 
beneath. Among these was Mrs. “Stone¬ 
wall** Jackson. When she had met Mr. 
Taft earlier in the day she had earnest¬ 
ly exclaimed: 

“I am Indeed glad to know the hnr- 
mnnlxer of ail our hearts.'* 

The parade, which was interrupted near 
its Its close hy the sudden storm, was 
one of the most pretentious ever under¬ 
taken In the South. Beautiful floats, rep¬ 
resenting week* of labor, were trans¬ 
formed In a minute to faded, bedraggled 
masses. 

IVesldent Taft spoke twice during the 
day. The storm caused a change or pro¬ 
gramme and tho President's first addr***# 
was delivered In the Charlotte auditorium 
at 4:30 o’clock. Ho then was driven two 
miles out of the city and spoke to the 
colored students of Biddle University Mr 
Taft declared that lie would not count a 
visit to the South complete without an 
oportur.itv to express to the colored peo¬ 
ple his Interest in them and his sympathy 
for them In their problems. 

• • • 

Leaves For Washington. 

There was a public reception to the 
President to-night and he left on a late 
train for Washington, where he Is due 
to arrive shortly before noon to-morrow. 
He was perceptibly hoarse to-day and 
whm lie was speaking most earnestly of 
his position toward the South, naused for 
a moment and exclaimed, amid laughter: 

“Oh, 1 wish I hadn’t left my voice In 
Petersburg.** 

Among tho guests on the platform nt 
the auditorium wo* MnJ. J. <5 Hemphill, 
the distinguished editor of Charleston, 
9. C., who recently. In paying his com¬ 
pliments to Sneaker Cannon, declared “he 
was born In North Carolina, the home of 
the Mecklenburg myth, which President 
Taft ia to celebrate. I am sorry to say” 

With a twinkle In his eye. alter being 
Introduced by Gov. Kttchln, the Presi¬ 
dent told a story at the expense of MuJ 
Hemphill, which brought a shout of 
laughter from the audience and who en¬ 
joyed by none more than the editor him¬ 
self. 

“We are here.” said the President, “to 
relobrato a declaration of Independence, 
regardless of the fact that there are some 
unregenerate persons in South Carolina, 
and elsewhere, that for various motive* 
have cast doubt upon the claim.**

THE BATTLESHTP MISSISSIPPI 
MAKES FAST TRIP UP RIVER 


Noisy Welcome To the Big Fighting 
Vessel, Her Officers and 
Jack Tars. 


Nalehe*. Miss. Mat 20 —When the huge 
anchors rattled over the bow and bit loto 
the slime at the bottom of the river be¬ 
fore this picturesque city late to-day one- 
half the Journey of the battleship Mis¬ 
sissippi hod been completed. It was a 
noisy finish. The Jackies in snow white 
uniforms manned the rails and were 
gazed at curiously by the Immense 
throngs upon the *hore. Tugboats, steam¬ 
er*. ferries and factories ashore turned 
loose their whistles. The warship an¬ 
swered the salute with her siren and 
dipped her colors. 

The start was mode from Bayou Sara 
at 5 o'clock this morning and she was 
under way fifteen minutes later. Both 
anchors came up dourly and easily and 
the current started the big fighting ma¬ 
chine before her engines had set the twin 
screws in motion. At Fort Adams a sa¬ 
lute was fired from tho strongest strategic 
point In the river. 

Once over the dangerous shoals at the 
mouth of Red River the speed was pushed 
up to eighteen knots, which, deducting a 
current running three knots, made her 
actual speed fifteen knots over the ground. 
Natchez was reached nearly three hours 
ahead of her schedule. 

Immediately after the anchors were let 
go a reception committee came to the 
ship and after welcoming tho vessel, her 
officer* and men. consulted with Capt.

DISAGREEMENT 


Washington. May 20-The Senate to¬ 
day distributed its attention among the 
three items in the tariff bill providing a 
duty on an extract of chestnut bark used 
in tanning, known os quebracho; on cot¬ 
tonseed oil and on white lead. On each of 
these articles tho Senate was ted by 
the Committee on Finnncc, although the 
committee was Induced to change its 
original suggestions on both white load 
and cottonseed oil. 

Tho lead duty fized by the committee 
was originally 2% cents per pound, but 
Mr. Curtis, who is a member of the com¬ 
mittee, to-day suggested a reduction of 
H cent a pound, bringing the figures 
down to 3\ cents, and Chairman Al¬ 
drich acccpu-d tho reduction. 

Even this Increase over the House pro¬ 
vision excited sharp criticism, especially 
from Mr. Curtis* colleague, Mr, Bristow, 
who contended that the duly would prove 
to be a direct tax on the consumer Wiion 
the vote was taken the committee ob¬ 
tained its usual triumph, tho figures 
standing 41 to 32 in favor of the Curtis 
amendment. As usual Senators Bever¬ 
idge, Bristow. Brown. Burkett. Clapp, 
Cummins, Dolltver. Gamble, La Follette 
and Nelson voted with the Democrat#. 
Senator Borah voted with the Repub¬ 
licans.

Fight Over Cottonseed Oil. 

Probably the most interesting contest 
of the day was that over the question ae 
to whether there should be an> duty on 
cottonseed oil. Senators Tillman, Bacon 
and Money made an Intense fight against 
the Senate provision fixing a tariff of 9 
cents a gallon, on the ground that It 
would Injure the sale of cottonseed and 
after the controversy had gone on for 
some time Mr. Aldrich withdrew the pro¬ 
vision. 

Mr. La Follette sought to reduce the 
duty on quebracho to on (-quarter of 1 
cent a pound, but Ms amendment to that 
effect w.ia rejectee 29 to SSL 

Mr. Daniel led the fight for a higher 
rate, exciting much interest b.<*au*e of 
hls advocacy of low duties in the past. 
The committee had reduced the House 
rate aud tho Virginia Senator, In whose 
State are several quebracho factories, 
sought to have that figure restored. He 
did not succeed and the duty was fixed 
at 12 a cent a pound Instead of 7-1 of 
a cent, as he proposed.

Declares For Protection. 


“I want to protect American interests. 
That Is my policy. 1 don't care what 
name you roll it, I am for It” 

This was the statement with which Sen- 
utor Daniel began his speech In the Sen¬ 
ate. 

The Virginia Senator's attitude aroused 
mufh Interest on the Republican side of 
the ohrvmber. and Mr. Aldrich gave espe¬ 
cial attention to his remarks, at times 
nodding a smiling assent to the proposi¬ 
tion of the Virginia Senator. 

A voice from the South offsetting the 
protective declarations of Mr. Daniel cama 
promptly from Ml Smith, of South Caro¬ 
lina. who is entering upon hls first term 
in the Senate. Hls theme was the evil 
of destroying the forests and watersheds 
of the Carolina# and Virginia by strip¬ 
ping the bark from the chestnut tree for 
the purpose of manufacturing quebracho 
extract. Rc*cent destructive floods in hls 
State, he said, hud resulted from strip¬ 
ping the uplands and mountains of their 
forests. 

Incidentally Mr. Smith discussed what 
he declared were the Inequalities of the 
protective tariff system. The preserva¬ 
tion of the forests, he contended, was 
more important than the enoouragtmttU 
of an Industry in products for which sub¬ 
stitutes could be obtained cheaply from 
abroud. Destroy the forests, he argued, 
and the great cotton crop of the South 
would be endangered.

Finally at 1:45 o’clock, b*- 
cnufco of this criticism from certain South¬ 
ern Senator*. Mr. AUlrlch withdrew the 
cottonseed oil amendment. 

In the debate that led to this with¬ 
drawal Mr Aldrich said Germany and 
other countries were offoring bounties for 
the production of cottonseed oil. and he 
believed If the American market were 
not protected it would be overflowed with 
the foreign product He had lK*en ap¬ 
pealed to by Southern men engaged In 
thl* Industry for the protection he sug¬ 
gested.

Noeds No Protection.

When the assembly was called to order.

"The Federal Judiciary, my dear, friends, 
to my mind Is the utiongest bulwurk that 
we have In all this country to protect 
ultimately our Instilutloivs of civil lib 
erty and those of the things In the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution that we mow luve and 
most hug to our bosom, if we are to con¬ 
tinue this civilisation. 

"And, therefore, there Is no more saervd 
duty that the Executive has than In tnt 
selection of men whose appointment and 
service on the bench will strensthen It 
with all the people at large. Ordinary 
Considerations of political partisanship 
have much les* application to th© np- 
pclntmcnt of Judges than they do to 
others and temporary office*-"

Speaks To NegTo Student*. 


To the colored students of Biddle Uni¬ 
versity the President said. In part: 

"There* I* growing over th© entire 
South a feeling due to economic condi¬ 
tions that you will be a necessity for 
the prosperity of the South, and lr you 
will only do what you ought to do to 
make your race nappy you can demon¬ 
strate to the white men of the South 
by making yourselves members of th© 
community that It Is as much to their 
nteresi to treat you well a* It Is to your 
nteresl to have them treat you well. 

"On© of fh© most satisfactory develop¬ 
ments of tho last ten years is the In¬ 
terest that your Southern while neigh¬ 
bor is taking lu your welfare, your edu¬ 
cation and your profit. It Is easy for us 
of tho North to criticise both side* and to 
express sympathy and hop© that things 
are coming out all tight, but the place 
where the thing Is to b© don© Is here 
where you live." 

The President ridiculed th© Idea that 
the two race* cannot live amkably In 
the same country and that the only way 
to solve the problem la to send the negroes 
out of tne country. 

"The time Is coming. In mf Judgment," 
he went on. "when tn© business men of 
the South are going to recognU© much 
more fully than they do to-day the great 
advantage the South has In your presence 
on the soil. Your race ts adapted to be 
a race of farmers first, last and all the 
lime." _ _

Hogan wrote several hundred songs, o( 
which "All Coon# Look Alik© to Me’ 1 wao 
tho most successful.

Spells Chicken." He was billed always as

SENTIMENT ALWAYS FELT OUT 
BEFORE ROYAL TRIPS. 


COLD SHOULDER AVOIDED. 


Kin* Edward la the freest of all 
monarch* at the present • day as re¬ 
gards his visiting. There Is no country 
in Europe ho cannot visit with assur¬ 
ance af safety and cordial reception. 
Brother potentates may well envy him. 
says Cassell's Saturday Journal (Lon¬ 
don). There Is perhaps not another 
monarch that has not certain countries 
forbidden him. One or two cannot 
count upon a reception anywhere. 

The enormous preparations that have 
to ho made to secure the safety of the 
Cznr when he pays a visit to another 
country make hlin anythin* hut a 
guest acceptable to his hosts. Person¬ 
ally he Is much liked by brother sover¬ 
eigns. but a terrible feeling of respon¬ 
sibility with regard to him seems to 
chill the air around him. He brings 
anxious days and nights with him. and. 
however desperately officials and others 
may strive to appear cheerful and at 
ease, ft is most frequently a failure. 
The Czar knows they will be most 
heartily pleased to see the hack of him. 
*n& his sensitive nature shrinks from 
Imposing disagreeable experience* on 
others. 

The Sultan of Turkey was a royal 
black sheep that no one thought of In- 
vlting. When the Emperor of Germany 
some years biirk sought to get him to 
Berlin he found such feeling aroused 
that he regretfully abandoned the Idea. 
The atrocities In the early pnrt of his 
reign barred him from “Society.** The 
King of the Belgian*.

The organization which controls 
them not only has agents photograph¬ 
ing scenes In every pan of the world, 
but maintains theaters and out-^f-joor 
establishments, where ocmplote puiys 
and alt sort of other activities are pre¬ 
sented before the camera. 

Until recently, theaters were, as a 
rule, segregated In certain sections of 
the largo c-ties. Cities like Now York, 
Chicago, and Philo ielphiu cover such 
areas that the working people had little 
or no Ujne after returning from their 
day's work u> travel to a distant sec¬ 
tion* for recreation.

LONG BALLOON TRIP. 


Peorln. 111., May 20.—Arguing along the 
lines that prohibition doe# not prohlblt,| 
Mayor David 8 . Rose, of Milwaukee, met 
Dan R. Sheen before 2.000 people at the 
Coliseum here to-night on the negative 
side of the question: 

"Resolved. That prohibition, as applied 
to the manufacture and sale of Intoxioat- 
!ng beverages Is right" 

The local advocate of cold water opened 
the debate with an address of one hour 
He urged the protection of the homes, of 
the schools, or the churches, and of the 
rising generation against the evils of the 
liquor traffic. Half of the criminals In 
the penitentiary, he said, were there 
through the effects of alcoholic stimulants. 
The Almighty established prohibition first 
In the Garden of Eden, the speaker main¬ 
tained. when Adam was prohibited from 
eating an apple. Since that Aims prohib¬ 
itory legislation had been passed and had 
been more or less effective. 

Mayor Rose urg»-cl that the Almighty's 
mandate regarding the apple did not pro¬ 
hibit Adam eating It. and argued that since 
that time laws against the use of intoxi¬ 
cating beverages hod been no more suc¬ 
cessful. The Milwaukeean quoted Scnp- 
tqr* in support of the theory that Noah 
had been a drunkard after leaving the 
Ark; that the Saviour drank wine as a 
beverage, and that down through the suc¬ 
ceeding ages wine had been manufactured 
and had been drunk. 

He referred at great length to the fail¬ 
ure of the army canteen bill and In this 
connection said: 

"You can never legislnto men Into mo¬ 
rality and this whole question of temper¬ 
ance and of prohibition Is a moral ques¬ 
tion.” 

Continuing along these lines Mr. Rose 
said: 

"From 18W to 1680 seventeen States were 
under prohibition. They tried the experi¬ 
ment, and all of them abandoned the 
attempt 

"Alabama is a dry State, and criminal¬ 
ity has been Increasing since prohibition 
became operative. Last month there were 
twenty-three murder* committed in the 
city of Birmingham. 

"Mllw'*ukee Inst year had but 968 ar¬ 
rests for drunkenness. 

"Columbus. Ga.. a dry city one-tenth 
the size of Milwaukee, had 1,996 arrests 
for drunkenness." 

The speaker compared many w*rt cities 
with dry one# along the came lines. 

Sneaking of regulation of saloons he 
said: 

In Milwaukee we regulate; there I# the 
solution of all of It" 

Taking up the question from the eco¬ 
nomic standpoint he said’ “Lbl y*ftf 
this Industry paid Into the FVdertll Treu- - 
ury 822S. <*> 0 . 000 . they paid InK.r |5«.m0O0 
and it paid to the farmer 8109.00O.noQ. Two 
million five hundred mouths were fed." 

He closed as follows: 

"80 long a# the Government undertakes 
to rule moral conduct by force. #0 long 
will the spirit of American manhood as¬ 
sert Itself and rebel against an unjust 
Interference with the liberty which be¬ 
longs to us In the guarantee of our Con¬ 
stitution." 

Each man was allowed thirty minutes 
in rebuttal. In hfs closing argument Mr. 
Sheen attacked moral conditions os they 
prevailed in Milwaukee. 

The debate was concluded at 11:89 o'clock 
by Mr Rose, who repeated his previous 
argument* and gave more figures and 
comparisons of wet and dry localities. 

SAFEGUARDING BUTTER. 

[Consular Reports.] 

The Dutch Parliament has recently 
passed an act for tit* prevention of th* 
adulteration of butter tn Holland, and 
Consul Henry H. Morgan, of Amsterdam, 
forward# comments thereon ty a local 
newspaper, from which the following 
points are given: 

"To exclude even' possibility of fraud, 
the act provides for permanent Govern 
ment supervision, at the expense of tho 
makers. In places where both butter and 
margarine are made. Not only are but tor 
and margarine defined, but the act pro¬ 
vides that butter shall contain a mini¬ 
mum amount of butter fat, which wilt 
prevent the sale of butter with an excess 
of water, and also makes It Impossible 
to use any other adulterant. This pro¬ 
vision is considered very' important, as 
no analyst will henceforth have any diffi¬ 
culty In estimating the exact amount of 
volatile fatty acids present in a sample 
of butter or margarine. 

"No foreign fat# or* allowed wherever 
butter is made, the act providing that 
from time to time a list shall be publish¬ 
ed giving the names ?f all substances 
considered adulterants, auA which must 
not be present In places where butter t* 
mode. 

’The punishment for the violation of the 
law is imprisonment for not more than a 
year, no fines being provided for, while 
the Judge, In certain oases, a# additional 
punishment. Is allowed to order the pub¬ 
lication, at the offender's expense, of the 
material portion of the Judgment." 

The Dutch Journal from which the fore¬ 
going is taken believes that thla law 
will surely put a atop to all manufacture 
of fraudulent butler In Holland.

RARE BIRD WITH FOUR FEET. 


[Battle Creek Correspondence of Detroit 
Free Pres#.} 

The fact that the America.# Museum of 
Natural History of New York has sent an 
agent to South America to try to secure 
a specimen of the rare four-fooled bird 
called the hoatxln Is of great Interest to 
Battle Creek people, because the fact that 
the only specimen of this bird In tho 
United States (preserved In alcohol) Is 
In this city. It Is owned by Prof. EdWArd 
M. Brigham, the South Anaorlcan trav¬ 
eler. who Is now instructor In geology* In 
the local High School and curatb of the 
High School museum. 

Prof. C. William Beebe, curator of the 
birds at the Bronx xoologloal perk. New 
York. Is the man who will make the trip. 
He wJU be accompanied by his wife. 
They go to Dutch Guiana. There thoy 
will take a canoe and go 200 miles up the 
Bvsequlbo River In search of the bird. 

This bird has always attracted much 
attention among scientific men because 
It ha# four feet. It Is so contrary to the 
accepted order of thing* that a bird 
should have four feet that the discovery 
of this quadruped bird was a surprise to 
ornithologists. 

Prof Brigham fotmd these birds In 
1881-82 while making embryologleal 
studies In the Interior of the great island 
of Marnjo. at the mouth of tho Amazon 
River. This bird confirms the evolution¬ 
ary theory that birds descended from rep¬ 
tilian ancestors. Many fossil birds show 
marked reptilian characteristics, having 
teeth, etc. The whole evolutionary pro¬ 
cess Is shown In the hatehlng of the 
egg of this bird, whose scientific name Is 
oplsthocoma crlstata. and which Is known 
to the natives as the clgnna (gypsy). 

The bird, progressing In It# embryo- 
iogtcal course, paeres Into the reptilian 
ancestral type and before Its evolution 
has ran-ted It beyond tho reptilian phase 
It emerge# from the egg# as a quadruped 
animal, hatched from an egg laid by a 
two-footed, two-wlnged bird. There are 
well-developed toes, each terminated by 
large wall-developed claws. 

For many days after hatching and be¬ 
fore it Is able to fly the young use* these 
claw# to climb about the bushes and 
trees. But "fore" feet are purpose!*#* 
for on ordinary bird. Then the modifica¬ 
tion begins, and the fore limbs nre de- 
vdoped into wings—the Anal postnatal 
result. 

Tho adult specimen tn slxe and generat 
appearance resembles a pheasant, but 1 * 
no relation, ns the clgana or hoatxln is 
the sole survivor of it# genu*. Its family. 
Ite order, of which geologist# havo found 
numerous representative* in a fossil 
state. 

The geographical range of the bird is 
quite limited. It being found only along 
the margins of the Amazon and Orinoco 
Rivera. The cry uttcrM by the adult 
clgana Is unllko that of any other bird, 
and 1# #0 doleful and demonhu'nl that It 
oounds ns If tho bird were mourning for 
r»H its extinct relations. The bird is

A Reform That Is Imperative. 

Undk* tire former city charter, th* 
Louisville School Board was composed 
of twenty-four members, two from eOAh 
of the wards. The present charter 
made a change by reducing the mem¬ 
bers to fourteen, or two from each of 
the magisterial districts. The change 
was demand**! beoauoo of the unwield- 
livcas of the larger body. In view of 
the urrwUldinejis of the existing board 
still another change Is imperative. 
From fourteen members the body must 
bo, reduced to a mere group, to about 
five men, say. chosen from tho cHy at 
large. 

The parks are administered by a 
small oommlsakm. The sewer construc¬ 
tion Is managed by a small commission. 
The waterworks system * is under tho 
control of a small commission. In each 
of these branches of public w*ork the 
results havo been moBt satisfactory. 
There is no more reason why the schools 
of Louisville should be In tho hands of 
a largo, olusvny, indifferent and wire¬ 
pulling body than there is for tho 
branches mentioned to bo so controlled. 
Ana It Is to the project of bringing 
about such a change In the scheme of 
school management that tho citizens 
of Louisville should address themselves 
during tho next few mouths. 

Tho change can be accomplished 
only by an amendment to tho charter. 
That amendment can be obtained only 
from the General Assembly. The? Gen¬ 
eral Assembly is to race* next January 
and its members aro to be elected In 
tho coming November. Naturally, 
therefore. It Is for the people of Louis¬ 
ville to watch carefully tho attitude 
of tho Louisville candidates on the 
proposition to substitute a'small com¬ 
mission for tho present large board. 
Upon the Louisville delegation to 
Frankfort must resrt the large part of 
the burden of obtaining the amend¬ 
ment. Only ardent champions of Uic 
amendineaK should fie placed on guard. 

As far as members from the re¬ 
mainder of tho State ure concerned, it 
Is not to be supposed that the manner 
of organizing the Louisville school 
management will cause them much 
oonoem. It Is not to be expected that 
from them will come tho Initiuifclve In 
bringing about the reforms that are 
so desirable. Nor la it to be supposed 
Lh'jt from them will emanate any ob¬ 
ject:.. 1 , for the question Is purely local 
to LouisvlJlo and Involves no disturb¬ 
ing poiitloal policy. It Is In Louisville, 
then, that most of the work must be 
done In the Interest of the reconstruc¬ 
tion of the school management. It Is 
here that tho people muse be aroused 
to the need of the change and the wis¬ 
dom of send.ng to tho General As¬ 
sembly men who are not only In sympa¬ 
thy With the movement but who cham¬ 
pion ft with all their heart. 

Tho underlying Idea of the movement 
Is to take the public schools out of 
potttlcsr to make them virile educa¬ 
tional Institution**, to Insure choir 
economical administration, to place 
them In a compact group, to got rid 
of the billingsgate and disorder that, 
as everybody knows, has been ail along 
and ever will be Inseparable from the 
present scheme of organization. The 
great tendency in other cities is to 
smooth out kinks in their respective 
sahool systems, to eliminate, politics 
and to substitute the strictest and most 
scrupulous considerations of economy 
and efficiency, and Louisville sbduld 
Join the lines of progTeas. 

Abolish the 8ohool Board; Great© a 
small commission of then whose party 
affiliation no one shall care about; 
give us economy and educational 
virility—therein lies a platform Uwu L 
of immediate importance to oil ottisona 
of Louisville. It U the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal's platform and U is by the Courier 
Journal recommended to the sober 
thought of the taxpayers and voters.

However, I fall to 
eee why such tommyrot—In the gulsa of 
news—a* the Inclosed dipping from Sun- 
Iday's Courier-Journal should be ailowedi 
to appear in the columns of a newspuper 
published in Kentucky and ranking as one 
of the Lest :n ti;« country. 1 have no fault 
to find sNth the essential statements in 
tho special from Hindman. The f<u:t 
that a party of prominent Louisville la¬ 
thes, ail highly connected and Identified 
with an Important work for the Improve¬ 
ment of conditions tn Kentucky, la tour¬ 
ing the mountains, being favorably lm- 
preseed with tho natural resources and 
the scenery of the region, and having an 
•mjoyable trip, though the roads are 
rough and methods of travel uncemfort-! 
abiy primitive, is of sufficient Interest to 
warrant the news correspondent In send¬ 
ing it to hi* paper as a special and to 
Justify ths* pai**r In publishing It- But 
w*hat t* there to Justify either the corre¬ 
spondent in eendftng or the i*eper in i»ul>- 
ii!*hung the statement that "the members 
of tJu> party of ladles report no trouUa 
from the mountaineers?^ Is there any 
llkhig at all remarkable in the fact that 
U.e mountaineers have given no trouble 
to thfis party of ladies? What troubio was 
anticipated--the mme that m'.ght be ex¬ 
pected in the brigand haunts of Turkey 
or Italy, or among the savage trlbee of in¬ 
terior Africa, or m the Eastcidr of atn- 
tul New York City? When, where and 
how has a party of visitors been given 
trouble by dhc Kentucky mountaineers? 
Your Hindman correspondent evident¬ 
ly mean* no InJuMJco to tho people of the 
mountain*, os.he follow* up his first mys¬ 
terious. insinuating stntement with tho 
one from the party of ladle* that "there 
Is no reason why parties of ladies should 
not tour the mountains alono." Still, be 
has tho feta in g Uuil long lias been foster¬ 
ed by newspapers, namely, that anything 
coming from the mountains must e»th»r 
have a glamour of romance about It or be 
steeped in sensationalism. In order to be 
readable, and ho. first of ail, wants to 
make sure that ids special Is reodalie to 
tho extent that it wtll bo Included in hi* 
“string" fur tide month. 

Now, Mr. Editor, you may say this Is 
a lot of fuss and feathers about one little 
cilftune In an Innocent little speoutl from 
nn obscure mountain hamlet Perhaps It 
may seem that no one bul a suprraenshive 
mountaineer wouhl have given such small 
matter a second, or even a first, thought. 
St!I, there Is a principle Involved that 
means much to Eastern Kentucky and to 
tiie whole State. If some space-loving 
nowsguthoror OTouid send In a special 
from some mountain village slating se¬ 
riously that a party of prominent people 
are visiting In l»uisvfi]e and "the menj- 
t>ers report no trouble from the cltisens," 
you would take time to smile atul send the 
"special" to your funny man for his next 
day's hudgvt. If a Chicago paper should 
Insinuate that visitors are likbiy to be 
given troubio by tho oltlzens of Louisville, 
wouldn't you huve your cussing editor to 
roast him a ntco brown to the tune of 
about two columns? You would have him 
shout at the Chicago man that Louisville 
la Just as safe place for visitor* as Chi¬ 
cago. I believe that, too. Moreover, I 
bellovo that the mountains of Kentucky 
are Just as safe pUtce for visitors, if not 
considerably safer than either Chicago or 
Louhivtr.e. and 1 have never yet met an 
intelligent person, familiar with condi¬ 
tions In the mountains through actual 
contact, who would not bear roe out in 
this statement. 

Thq be netting tin of onr mountaineers 
has been fighting, not with strangers, but 
among themselves. It is only too true 
that men have shot their neighbor*—even 
shot them In the back from ambush and 
been acquitted tn court by a Jury of 
twelve men; but woe has It ever been to 
the poor devil who stole a pig. robbed 
a traveler, betrayed the Innocence of a 
girl or insulted a virtuous woman. We 
admit with shame that we have undone 
ourselves through fighting, but we do not 
admit that our wild, strange mania for 
vengeance has carried with It degeneracy 
and criminality In general. We have hod 
our feudists, our desperadoes and our 
moonshiners, and no one has suffered at 
their hands *0 much os our mountain 

« ; yet. the best authorities on crime 
s region declare that fewer than 
two in each hundred of the entire popu¬ 
lation are* criminals. 

Then, tho final matter, in regard to 
newspaper stories Is this: We cannot find 
fault with any fair statement of facts, no 
matter how hard the facts may hit us; 
but we certainly have Just cause for com- 
plaint^when facts are distorted and Innu¬ 
endo used to paint the whole citizenship 
of thv mountains a glaring red that Is 
Just to not more than one or two persons 
in each hundred. The Hindman special. 
In itself. Is a very Insignificant thing. 
However, it is not the single drop of wri¬ 
ter that wears a hole In ths stone, but 
the long-continued repetition, one drop 
after another. Just as long as news¬ 
papers will print and pay for this sland¬ 
erous stuff Just that long will space-paid 
writers continue to hash tip thlnmi from 
tradition and fancy mixed with Isolated 
or unrepresentative facts, making It Im¬ 
possible to break down the barrier be¬ 
tween the mountains and the surround¬ 
ing world, first, by keeping nut capital 
nnd developing force, and second, by an¬ 
tagonising the mountain people them¬ 
selves. Kentucky can never be thorough¬ 
ly awake and progressive governmental I y, 
economically or educationally until the 
boundary lines of "the mountains." "the 
Btuegrass," "the Pennyrile" and of the 
various other sections are effectually 
blotted out and a Kentuckian Is a Ken¬ 
tuckian wherever you find htnv 
As I mentioned In the oufcw the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal as a rule has been fair and 
Just to the mountain people. They need 
Its support to set them right before the 
world, though It may chastise th*m right¬ 
eously when they sin. Above all, let It 
set a good example to the press of the 
State by coming down hard upon such 
petty side thrusting as that In the Hind¬ 
man special, of which there has been an 
appalling amount without cause. 

Trusting that you will receive this lo 
the spirit In which It Is offered—sugges- 
tfvo rather than critical—I am sinrerely 
yours.

[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal ] 
We have before us os citizens of the 
county just now. In an acute form, the 
greateftt of all questions that can concern 
us— 1 * the bettor educational advantages o 
I be afforded tiie children In our county 
schools. Much, very much, depends on 
the wisdom of our first steps taken In the 
next twelve or eighteen months In this 
direction. I think it Is of tho utmost Im¬ 
portance that we coiudder carefully what 
is best to be dono In the expenditure of 
the money which the people, through their 
Fiscal Court, have granted the children 
under the new Iaw. 1 think we mu»t ao- j 
custom ourselves to look at this school 
question In a much broader and more ad- i 
vanced way than we havo hitherto done. 
Our children are the most precious a»set 
that vre have, and we certainly should 
look carefully after their Interest, present 
and future. I have read much about the 
rm thud of consolidation of rural schools, 
and am most favorably impressed with its 1 
Advantages. I venture therefore to aik 
your consideration of a synopsis of tho 
arguments favoring this plan as set forth 
In the lust biennial report of the Indiana 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion to the Lecislature of tliat Slate at its 
last session. If it should meet your ap¬ 
proval I should be glad to follow It b%* 
presenting tho history.und results of ten 
years of effort In severul of the Indiana 
counties whore the system hu* been in 
operation. I think this will prove Inter¬ 
esting and profitable to oil who are con¬ 
cerned with the improvement of our rural 
schools, i know no reason why our coun¬ 
try children should not have an equal 
chonoe for real education with our city 
children. They can have it. and we as 
parents and patriotic citizens are recreant 
in our duty to them, to ourselves and to 
our country if they do not got It. V®ry 
respectfully, JOHN a M T FERUAN. 

Somo brief arguments In favor of con¬ 
solidation of our rural schools: 

First—The district school finds Its work 
difficult In: 

(A) Classification and graduation, for 
( 1 ) every child requires advancement each 
year of its school life, and each year re¬

among boy*. (4) lack of Judgment and 
taste In dress und higher art; ($) self- 
centered Interest among all age*.

•pec® required; (c) there !• less base¬ 
ment required for beating apparatus, 
coal rooms and toilet rooms; (d) one 
heating apparatus will serve all rooms

His Managers Encouraged By- the 
Accession of Nine Legislators 
On Joint Ballot. 


Springfield. HI.. May 20.—Former Sen¬ 
ator Hopkins. with a total of eighty-seven 
votes, made n gain of nine votes In the 
joint ballot to-day. Four Senators— 
Brown. Jones. Olsen and Schmidt—end 
Representatives Hagan. Hamilton. Hull. 
MUle and Pierson switching to Hopkins. 
AU except Hamilton have been voting for 
Fosb. Senator Jones explained his vote 
and declared that It was the duty of the 
Republican legislator* to elect Hopkins, 
and that falling In that purpose It was the 
duty of the Republicans •'by caucus or 
otherwise” to select and elect a United 
States Senator. The caucus Idea ran 
through other explanations. 

The Bhurtleff vote remained at nine¬ 
teen. and Congressman Lorlmer was given 
one vote. As each was changed on the 
roll shouts of applause from the Hopkins 
forces were heard. In tho ontl-Hopklns 
camp the switching of vote# was charac¬ 
terised as the final •‘supreme** effort to 
elect Hopkins.

TOBACCO GRADER TO 

SUE MANAGER EWING. 


SL G. Buckner Wants Money Alleged 
To Be Due Him From the 
Planters’ Association. 


Hopkinsville, Ky.. May 20.—[Special.)— 
Thnt he hoe not been paid for hie work 
as official grader of the 9200.000 worth of 
asfeoctatlon tobacco sold here under tho 
Longview agreement. Samuel G. liucknor. 
a veteran tobacco man of this city, and 
for ner organisation salesman, has In¬ 
structed Tils attorneys to bring suit 
against General Manager Felix O. Ewing 
and the Planters* Protective Association. 

He alleges that he Is owed between 91.- 
200 and 91,600. Mr. Buckner says that 
Mr. Ewing and Auditor 8cales are willing 
to pay him only about 960 a month for 
two months* work. 

General Manager Ewing permitted the 
Longview farmers to sell their tobacco In 
pools provided thev paid the association 
1*4 per cent, commission. It was the un¬ 
derstanding of Mr. Buckner and the farm¬ 
ers that 1 per cent, was to go to the 
treasury of the association and the \ per 
cent, to tho special grader for Incidental 
expenses. 

Mr. Ewing now clslrns the entire com¬ 
missions for the association, according to 
Mr. B uckner. _ 

WITHERSPOON STATUE 

UNVEILED AT WASHINGTON. 


James Bryce, British Ambassador, 
and Woodrow Wilson De¬ 
liver Addresses. 


Washington. May 20—In the presence 
of a distinguished gathering, the statue 
of the Rev Dr. John Witherspoon, the 
famous Scotch Presbyterian clergyman, 
one time prewident of Princeton Uni¬ 
versity. a signer of the Declomilon of In¬ 
dependence and a member of the Conti¬ 
nental Congrees. was unveiled to-day 
with appropriate exerciser 

The ceremonies incident to the unveil¬ 
ing were conducted In the Church of the 
Covenant.

FACTS ABOUT LOUISVILLE’S LODGE FOR WAYFARERS 
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[Communicated.) 

The Wayfarers' Lodge In connection with 
other mission work in our city has be¬ 
come such a factor and so many ques¬ 
tions have been usked about its origin, 
growth and present great work, that we 
have decided to furnish readers with the 
facia. 

In 1851 Steve Holcombe, having given 
up everything except a never-tiring dc»lr • 
for the salvation of fallen humanity, was 
conducting a mission at 486 West Jeffer¬ 
son street. As the work progressed the 
needs became greater, and ever on the 
watch for an opportunity to do good Mr 
Holcombe in 1685 added another depart¬ 
ment which had been developed tn the 
nrogrea* of tho work. The great num¬ 
ber of broken-down men and tramps that 
came to Mr. Holcombe for food and 
lodging made It Impossible for him to 


give them lodging In the mission, or board 
in tils own family, and It encouraged in¬ 
dolence tn unworthy men to Led and 
lodge them ns a mere charity, and yet. If 
any tiling was done for their souls, they 
had for a time to he cared for. Mr. Hol¬ 
combe conceived the idea, therefore, of 
starting some sort of a place In connec¬ 
tion with hla other great work, where 
these men might i-arn their food and 
lodging by the sweat of their brow, and 
at the same time be brought under the 
soul-saving Influence of the mission. 

Upon the solicitation of Mr Holcombe, 
Mayor Reed and Chief of Police Whallen 
gave him the old police station building 
on First street free of rent, and it became 
at once an established feature and a great 
one. too. of the Holcombe mission. Rooms 
were arranged for the accommodation of 
sixty men and all who came wore re¬ 


quired to do some sort of work for what 
they received, either food or lodging. 
This solved a much-vexed question as to 
the car® of a certain class of men and 
gr«-w to such proportions that, with Ids 
other work, Mr. Holcombe felt unable to 
give It the time required. So. after plac¬ 
ing It on a firm foundation, he turned 
It over to the Associated Charities, but 
now. as he was twenty-five years ago. 
Mr. Holcombe ts giving all of his time 
to mission work and full of life and en¬ 
ergy can be found every day ready to 
help, and his mission at 222 East Green 
streot ts thronged with visitors. In con¬ 
nection with the above, let us state that 
the Industrial school, and a little later 
the kindergarten, originated at the Hol¬ 
combe mission, and then followed the 
Wayfarers' Lodge, of which we have 
spoken.

Consul Bywater, of Dresden, says a 
rlltscn of that city has solved the burglar 
problem by the Invention of an appliance 
which the most experienced criminal ex¬ 
perts have pronounced flawless. 

The appliance Is very simple, consist¬ 
ing of a curtain or portiere wired with 
fine conductors. At certain places on tne 
curtain are affixed small metal knobs 
which are connected with the wire con¬ 
ductors. The curtain ts then drawn across 
the window or door or around the safe 
and the slightest disturbance of this po¬ 
sition Immediately breaks the circuit, as 
the metal knobs are thrown out of con¬ 
tact with each other. Should the burglar 
notice the wires and cut one or several 
thereof the breaking of the circuit would 
also start the alarm. Any other attempt 
to destroy the protecting curtain would 
also be noticed Any curtain, unless made 
of fireproof material, would also act as a 
fire alarm. The alarm Itself may consist 
of a series of hells, lights or other elec¬ 
trical appliances.

Male dm 
MacDowell, a man w’elt known here, 
deeply loved and widely esteemed. H*' 
left hla daughter a heritage of philan¬ 
thropic Ideal* and of fine wladnrn in deal¬ 
ing with humanity In the mas*. A story 
la told of how he once quelled a Chicago 
atrlka "by talking to us like gentlemen,*' 
one of the strikers described It.

It's good common sense, too, and the 
wisest managers In the business follow It 
In nearly every case. If the team Is In a 
tied scoro or one run to the good, let tho 
men run wild. Possibly they'll score 
some more and clinch the victory* and If 
they are caught there Is nothing lost. 
But If tit© team Is behind and a base- 
runner Is caught doing something daring, 
then tho chanco to tie It up or avoid a 
defeat Is killed. 

There are baseball teams that do the 
unexpected aomettmea and win game* 
that way. Tho opposing team always 
seems to know Just what the Browns are 
going to do. They play that faultily 
faultless stylo of game that all big 
leaguers know. Smnethtng out of tho 
ordinary once In a while might take the 
opnosing team off It/* guard and start a 
rally fot the home team.

FIVE-YEAR-OLD WHITE BOY. 


James Thomas Captured By Police 
After He Had Been Pursued 
By An Angry Mob. 


After his wagon had run over Samuel 
Klein, a 5-year-old boy. on First street, 
near Green street, yesterday afternoon, 
James Thomas, colored, a driver for the 
Cropper stables, whipped up his horses 
and attempted to escape He was pur¬ 
sued by an angry crowd of men. women 
nnd children, but he outdistanced them 
and had Just leaped from his wagon to 
make hi* escape afoot when a police 
automobile loaded down with “coppers" 
arrived on the Job.

Charles Klein, a 
brother of the Injured boy. started with 
the crowd In pursuit of the driver Klata 
succeeded In getting on the tailboard of 
the wagon, but the negro, according to 
Klein, beat him off with tho butt-end of 
hls whip.

Gibbons and aev<-ral patrolmen 
To the police the negco gave several ver¬ 
sions of the accident. The Injured hoy 
wa* attended by a physician. The boy 
Is Injured Internally and has a number of 
severe bruises.

In the Clark Circuit Court at Jefferson¬ 
ville against tu© Pittsburg. Cincinnati. 
Chicago and St. Louie railway for |10.($0 
damages on account of the death of her 
husband, who was William H. McGregor 
and who wns killed at a point near Co¬ 
lumbus. Ind.. while acting ns an en¬ 
gineer on a freight train It is set forth 
that he was an engineer when he met hls 
death and was earning $1,600 a year as 
such. 

The complaint recite* that the company 
at a certain point In Bartholomew coun¬ 
ty, Ind., maintained a cattieguard at a 
road crossing, but the track wns not 
properly fenced, which permitted a mule 
to wander on the right-of-way and get In 
the cattii-guord in such a manner he could 
not get out The engine in charge of 
McGregor. It Is alleged, on the morning 
of May 4. 1909. struck the mule that had 
become fastened in the cattleguard and 
the locomotive was derailed, which re¬ 
sulted in the death of the engineer. 

It Is further recited that M.Gregor pre¬ 
vious to hi* death was maintaining hls 
wife and two children, Herbert Lee Mc¬ 
Gregor. eighteen months old and William 
H Earl McGregor, three months old* 
out of the wages he earned os engineer 
end Ihut those dependent upon him have 
been deprived of hls support Negligence 
on the part of the defendant Is charged In 
not keeping the right-of-wwv property 
fenced at trie point wliere McGregor s en¬ 
gine struck the mule and turned over. 

Quickly Withdraws Insanity Plea. 

A law enacted by the last Legislature 
of Indiana In regard to the criminal in¬ 
sane of the State is beginning to bear 
fruit and George Sloam. of Indianapolis. 
Is expected at in© Indiana Reformatory In 
Jeffersonville to day to begin a sentence 
of from one to eight years under a plea 
of guilty to the charge of uetlt larceny, 
although he at first pleaded Insanity He 
established the fact, however, that he 
was sufficiently sane to understand he 
was getting himself Into a box that he 
might remain In for some time to come. 

To cover Just such rases as that of 
Sloan the Legislature enacted a law that 
whenever a person pleaded insanity a* a 
Justification for a crime he would be com¬ 
mitted to the Insane department of the 
Indiana State Prison at Michigan City, to 
nemuJn there until a commission declare 
the patient sane, which might not be for 
many year*. This explanation was thor¬ 
oughly understood by Sloan and he de¬ 
cided to withdraw Ills pleo of insanity and 
enter one of guilty to the charge of petit 
larceny. 

Sloan Is 2$ years of age and was ar¬ 
rested on tho charge of stealing a chan¬ 
delier and a few like thing* from the 
home of C. C. Perry recently. Th© testi¬ 
mony went to show that Sloan is a "dope 
fiend" and that hls object In stealing 
the chandelier wa* to secure funds to sat¬ 
isfy hls appetite for hls favorite drug.

SEARCHED IN HOPE OF FINDING 
VALUABLE RING, 

Family of the Late Dr. T. T. Eaton 
Unable To Account For Its 
Disappearance. 


In the hope of finding a ring zet with 
rare and precious stones, th© clothes In 
which Dr. T. T. Eaton, the late postage of 
Walnut-street Bnpilal ohu ch, wa* 
buried, were scareuto by an unuariaker 
when the body wa* exhumed at Cave Hill 
cemttery and removed to another gr.iv* 
more suitable for the ertetton of the 
monument erected by the Bnptl*t* of this 
city to hls memory. No trace of the 
ring, which was a gift from a friend, 
ua* found. Ever elnce Dr. Eaton's 
death member* of hls lamlly hav© been 
endeavoring to trace the ring without 
*u< cess, and when it a a* not discover d 
when the body was exhumed they gjve 
up hope. 

The ring consisted of twelve precious 
stones, forming th* foundation of New 
Jerusalem. *©t In th* shape of a h gh 
prle.u’s breastplate. The des gn aid tn© 
stones were vary rare, and attracted a 
great deal of attention. Dr. Eaton seldom 
wore the ring, as he wa* averse to wetsr- 
.ng Jewelry, but friends who had heard 
of the ring often called upon him to show 
It to them For this reason he carried I*. 
In hls pocket, snd when a request was 
mode for him to display It h* would p.ac* 
It on hls finger. 

Dr. Eaton carried the ring with him 
the day he was suddenly stricken while 
waiting for a train at Grand Junctkn. 
Tenn Member* of the famtly in their 
grief at the time did not think to search 
the clothes worn by Dr. Eaton at the 
time, and when the idea of removing the 
body from one grave to another was pro¬ 
posed they gave order* to th© undertaker 
to search the clothe*, in the hope of 
finding It. Just what became of the ring 
Is a complete mystery. 


WEATHER CONDITIONS 

ON THE HIGH SEAS 


To Be Shown By Charts S*?nt Out By 
tho Weather Bureau—Improve¬ 
ment In the Service. 


The weather bureau service is going to 
be Improved In the way of sending out 
charts showing the probable weather con¬ 
ditions in the North Atlantic and North 
Pacific oceans. Tbla new service wUI be¬ 
gin about July L The charts will be of 
much benefit to travelers and those who 
hav© friend* on th© high seas These 
charts will be rnaJled to Inland points so 
that the entire United States will receive 
the benefit of the service. F. J els. 
district forecaster for the Louisville dis¬ 
trict. has received notice of th© extension 
of the service. The notice says that the 
sendee will be greatly Improved when the 
wireless telegraph service Is perfected. 
The notice from the Washington office 
follows: . _ _ , 

"Beginning with the month of July, 1909, 
meteorological cherts of the North At¬ 
lantic and North Pacific oceans monthly, 
and the South Atlantic ocean quarterly, 
will b© Issued for distribution to co¬ 
operating shipmasters and others Inter¬ 
ested In ocean meteorology. The Issue 
will Include a seasonal chart of the South 
Pacific ocean September next. 

“The bureau receives reports from I.fix) 
observer* on vessels of every nationality, 
and from these report* prepare* synoptic 
charts of the meteorological data, being 
thus enabled to plot the meteorological 
conditions prevailing over the ocean from 
day to day for the purpose of tracing 
storm track*, percentage of fog, prevail¬ 
ing direction of wind, trade-wind limits, 
pree*ure and temperature. 

"There will be no charge for the charts. 
Some of them will be mailed direct from 
the Central office to observers and cap¬ 
tain* on vessels, nnd other* will be sent 
to Amerlcnn Consuls and to branch

OFFICER FIRED UPON 

FROM FREIGHT TRAIN. 


County Patrolman Wes Gilbert Was 
Ministering To Wounded 
Negro At Tima. 


Considerable mystery attaches to the 
shooting of a negro which occurred late 
Tuesday night in Highland Park, and 
the subsequent firing of a shot at County 
Patrolman Wes Gilbert, os he cam© upon 
the wounded colored man in front of 
Rector John's store. Th© county police 
and town marshal. George \V 11 fon. ar * 
endeavoring to connect the shooting with 
the series of burglaries in that vicinity 
of late. Ed Meneese, a negro agout SO 
years of age, yrho claims to Itv© at IW3 
West Jefferson street. Is the one who was 
shot. He claims that a white man shot 
him. 

Patrolman Gilbert was called over the 
telephone at about 11 o’clock by Rector 
Jrthns. proprietor of a ©tore which ha* 
been looted eight times within a year. 
Johns reported tluit two suspicious-look¬ 
ing negroes were prowling about In the 
neighborhood of hls store and that one 
of them answered the description of a 
negro who. two weeks before, looted th* 
place. Patrolman Gilbert Immediately 
started for Mr Johns* store, but th* 
colored men had disappeared. He had 
proceeded but a short distance when he 
heard the rfcpert of a gun from the oppo¬ 
site direction. Running back he found 
Meneese lying on a common near Johns' 
store, groaning from pain. 

The Injured negro told the officer that 
he had been shot by * white man. As 
Gilbert started away with Meneese a shot 
was fired at him from a freight train 
that had Just pulled out. 

Meneese denied nny knowledge of the 
thefts at Johns' store. 


NOVEL PLEA GIVES 

NEGRO HIS FREEDOM. 


Judge McGee Rules That Property 
Has No Owner Immediately 
After Death. 


On the plea that the Jewelry and money 
belonging to a woman before she died 
had no owner from the time death oc¬ 
curred until the Chancery Court ordered 
that the effect* of the deceased be de¬ 
livered to the administrator. Crittenden 
Scott, colored, who was charged with 
grand larceny—for the alleged theft of 
valuables which belonged to Wlttle 
Moore, colored, after her death—was riv¬ 
en hls freedom by Judge J. Wheeler Mc¬ 
Gee In Police Court yesterday. 

The testimony showed that Scott had 
removed the necklace from the body of 
tho Moore woman shortly after her death 
and placed It about hls own neck: that 
he had taken keys from under her pil¬ 
low and. unlocking her trunk. t«*ok 
valuables from It. and that hr had pawned 
some of these articles. The aggregate 
value of the goods, Including the Jewelry 
wa* estimated at more than $2‘>0. 

Scott's arrest was caused by Charles 
Poryer. colored, administrator of the 
estate. The case was prosecuted by Paul 
Blackwood, attorney/for the estate. When 
Blackwood olos**d the prosecution, Delo* 
Roger*, attorney for fleott, made a motion 
for dismissal on the ground that th* 
property said to hnv© been stolen was 
without owner at the time of the woman's 
death until the Chancery Court ordered it 
delivered to the administrator.
